THE PRESIDENT'S PAGE 


With this issue, the MARQUEE is designated with "volumes" and "numbers" rather than 
"acts" and "scenes". Last year's issues were all part of "Act V", and somehow, "Act VI" 
seemed to suggest either a play of excessive length, or a playwright with problems of 
structure. So we begin this year's newsletter with Volume 6 No. 1. 


Beginning September 1, 1979 we also brought AKT's fiscal and membership year in 
line with the MARQUEE year and with most theatre season beginnings. This means that 
all AKT members are invited to renew their memberships now for the new 1979-80 fiscal 
year, which extends to August 31, 1980. Also, beginning with the next issue of MARQUEE, 
the newsletter will be sent 6 times a year (rather than 4) to AKT members only. Under 
the old fiscal year, if you joined or renewed at convention time (last March), your 
AKT membership is due to expire December 31, and you will receive MARQUEE through that 
time. We ask for your understanding as we change the fiscal year, and encourage you 
to renew your membership at this time. And of course if you are not yet a member of 
AKT, please join us, and insure the continuation of MARQUEE in your mailbox. 


This is part of a vigorous new campaign to increase AKT membership and and use 
our funds more responsibly. An AKT brochure is just off the press, explaining the 
services of the Association, plus special ways in which you can help us supplement 
the support from the Kansas Arts Commission. (KAC grants are matching grants. This 
means that if AKT is to receive them we must supplement them with our membership fees 
and our additional contributions.) Read your AKT brochure carefully and join us in 
our efforts to further every aspect of theatre in the state of Kansas. Membership forms 
are included in the brochure, and are found in this and all other issues of MARQUEE. 


You can be proud of the Association of Kansas Theatre. I attended the Assembly 
of States at the American Theatre Association convention in New York City in August 
along with President-elect Joyce Cavarozzi, and Executive Director Twink Lynch. We 
learned at that meeting that AKT is among the strongest state theatre associations 
in the country, and one of only four with a paid executive director. As representa- 
tives to this special meeting, the three of us found quickly that we were "resource" 
persons for many states interested in organizing or improving a state association. 


With your support, as AKT grows in membership and in strength, we will continue 
not only to foster quality theatre in Kansas, but also to be a "model" for other state 
theatre associations to emulate.

We are proud to announce that Topeka Civic Theatre won the National 
FACT '79 Pestival July 27-29th in Memphis, TN; Having already been cho- 
sen, the. top production in the Kansas FACT in Wichita in’March of this 
year, and again chosen the top production in the Region V (Mid-America 
Theatre Conference: North Dakota, South Dakota, Minnesota, Iowa, Nebraska 
Missouri, and Kansas) FACT in Rapid City, SD, in early May, Topeka Civic 
Theatre won out over eight other regional winners: GODSPELL presented by 
the Nahant (MA) Peninsula Players (Region I), HOLD ME! presented by the 
Haddenfield (NJ) Plays and Players, Inc. (Region II), ERIS presented by 
the Fond Du Lac (WI) Community Theatre (Region III), BABY DAVE, an ori- 
ginal script, presented by the Circuit Playhouse of Memphis, TN (Region 
IV), LION IN WINTER, which took second place, presented by the Shawnee 
(OK) Little Theatre (Region VI), VOICES presented by the Sheridan (WY) 
Civic Theatre (Region VII), A SAD COMMENT, another original play, pre- 
sented by Theatre Phoenix (AZ) (Region VIII), and third place winner, 
THE SEA HORSE presented by the Juneau-Douglas (AK) Little Theatre (Region 
IX): 


Judges at the National Festival were: Ted Kalem, Theatre Critic for 
TIME Magazine, Barbara Cason, a professional actress, and Craig Noel, 
Artistic Director of the San Diego Old Globe Theatre. They noted the 
exce Lhencée,.of the -dinecting ‘and acting in’ TCTs cutting of THE GOOD-.DOC- 
TOR, and also mentioned the quality of the set, costumes, and technical 
aspects of the production. 


As National "Champs," the group was invited bv the American Theatre 
Association to perform the show in New York during the ATA Convention 
in August at New York University Theatre in Greenwich Village. Besides 
giving their performance, members of the cast and crew could be found 
in the audience at various Broadway shows and on sight- ~seeing jaunts to 
the Statue of Liberty and other New York highlights. 


Still pending is a possible invitation to perform at an internationa: 
festival in Dundalk, Ireland or in Finland, sometime after the first of 
the year. ‘Since this is not a "Monaco year," the American Community The- 
atre Association, through the efforts of Mort Clark, has been trving to 
arrange another international "prize" for the FACT winner. 


1981 IS A MONACO YEAR! It is not too early to start planning for 
your theatre group to participate in the State FACT Festival, which will 
be held in March of 1981, in conjunction with AKT"'s Annual Conference. 


And in 1981 Kansas will host the Regional FACT Festival in Topeka, 
May 6-8th at Washburn University Theatre, graciously offered as the 
Festival site by Glenn (Hugh) McCausland, Director of Theatre.

Wow, has this been an exciting summer for Bob and me. Attending the 
Region V FACT Festival in Rapid City, attending the National FACT Festival 
in Memphis (where Topeka Civic Theatre was picked as the National Winner, 
I might add), going on the ACTA (American Community Theatre Association) 
FLOAT (Floating Conference), and meeting 27 other community theatre people 
from all over the United States, Mexico, England, and France, and visiting 
community theatre facilities. Then attending the ATA Convention in New 
York City and seeing Broadway shows. Add to all that the really great 
theatre we have seen here in Kansas during the summer, and I have to say 
this has been a summer we won't soon forget.

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ON THE ROAD FOR AKT 


Yes, all you Virginias out there, there really is an AKT Executive 
Director. For the past several months, much of my work has been done 
out of the AKT Central Office. I have attended the Regional and Na- 
tional FACT Festivals (yea, Topeka!) and the ATA Convention in New York 
where I managed to see eight shows in six days, besides attending assor- 
ted seminars, ACTA meetings, and the Assembly of States, Region V Meet- 
ing, ATA Business Meeting and ATA Membership Committee Meetings. 


I have consulted with the McPherson Theatre Guild, the Winfield 
Community Theatre, and am scheduled to visit Salina and the Barn Players 
in Overland Park in the next few weeks.

THE ARTS AND THE HANDICAPPED 


As some of you may already know, Federal regulation Section 504 of 
the.Rehabilitation: Act of: 1973 prohibits discrimination on the basis of 
handicap. Specifically, it states that, "no qualified handicapped in- 
dividual . . . shall, solely by reason of his handicap, be excluded from 
participation in, be denied the benefits of, or be subjected to discrim- 
ination under any program or activity recelving Tederai“ financial’ assis- — 
tance." . 

By Presidential order, each Federal agency which provides financial 
assistance to any program or activity must develop Section 504 regulations 
which are tailored to their particular agency's mission and goals. Con- 
sequently, the National Endowment for the Arts (NEA) has adopted regu- 
lations to make Section 504 applicable to the arts. These regulations 
tOoK 6€rtect on May 25, 1979. 


Since the Kansas Arts Commission receives much of its funding from 
NEA, it must, in order to continue to receive those NEA funds, enforce 
the 504 regulations. That means that each organizations receiving funds 
from KAC must comply with 504 in order to continue receiving funds. Since 
AKT receives assistance from KAC for its Executive Director salary and 
for MARQUEE (also for FACT and Theatre for Young Audiences Festival when © 
they are held), AKT must assist the KAC in carrying out these regulations. 
And this impacts every member organization of AKT, since as members of 
AKT you are benefitting from KAC/NEA funds given to AKT. 


What does all this mean? It means handicapped persons are to have 
equal opportunity to participate in programs and activities in the most 
integrate setting appropriate. This means programs are to be set up to 
take into account the likelihood of a handicapped person wanting to par- 
ticipate. | 


sateen esnenera: 


The definition of a handicapped person is "one who has or is regarded 


as having a physical of mental .impairment.".°Four types of handicaps are 
commonly taken into consideration when planning or coordinating an activity 
in compliance with Section 504. These are: mobility impaired, visually im- 


paired, hearing impaired, and mentally impaired (this includes retarded 
children and adults). An "integrated setting" means that handicapped 
people do have the right of access to all programs provided for the general 
public through the help of public money. Therefore, the regulations' aims 
do not focus on development of special programs for the handicapped, but 


on making existing and future programs available for the general public, 
including the handicapped. 


Programs receiving money through the KAC (directly or indirectly) are 
responsible for the evaluation of facilities, programs and activities to 
remedy the effect of discrimination. 


KAC 1s holding a special conference concerning 504 November 16, 1979. 
All organizations directly receiving funding from KAC are required to send 
a representative. All organizations indirectly recelving assistance from 
KAC (e.g., all organizational members of AKT) are strongly urged to send 
a representative to learn about these regulations and how they impact your 
organization. This meeting will be held at Washburn University in Topeka. 
The keynote speaker will be Larry Maloy, Director of the Special :-Consti- 
tuencies Department of NEA. A brochure will be in the mail shortly.
